As for what the nation has, it has its return from 
taxes. Nothing else is worth counting. I he business enter 
prises and other activities, from postoffices to power I cavin Mrs \u»oio 
plants, which the government owns consistently lose Ul

money; they are a liability on the books, not an asset. 
There is a very practical ceiling on the amount which 
the government can withdraw from the public in the form 
of taxes, if taxes are too high, business stagnates; indus­ 
try’s wheels slow down; 
risk capital” vanishes. 
I axes 
that are too high produce less, not more. 
I he present f ederal tax revenue of about forty bil­ 
lions af year is being reached only at the cost of an annual 
debt of fifty billions. I here’s little future in that! 
Since there is a limit to what the government can 
expect to receive, it is obvious that the only way revenues 
and expenses can bo kept in balance is by controlling 
spending. 
As a practical proposition, it is beginning to l>e clear 
that the* utmost which the government can hope to get 
from taxes is about twenty-five billions a year after the 
war; and that our industrial future would be far morel 
secure if it were possible to stay under this maximum.

Tor example, post-war military needs are estimated 
at about eight billions. 
This sounds high at first; but actually it includes little 
provision for maintaining half a million Americans in 
Germany, for a similar occupation of Tar-East territory 
after the Japs are defeated— and virtually none for the 
universal draft now being so warmly urged by certain fac­ 
tions at Washington. 
Plans already crystalized could easily run the costs 
of the armed forces to ten or twelve billions of dollars a 
year. 
Similarly, debt charges were estimated at five and a 
half billions, on the theory that the national debt would 
level off at or near the present ceiling. But if the Pacific 
W a r continues, the debt is bound to soar. It is not yet safe 
to estimate the debt charges at the Brookings level, 
Moreover, these charges are on the basis of current 
interest. I his rate is so low that it is having painful effects 
on all forms of credit transactions upon which much farm­ 
ing, industry and commerce rely. 
England already has recognized this factor, and is 
making some steps to increase the interest rate on her 
debts— a trend which may become urgent in our own 
country.

Two companies led the way to the top of a 160 toot coral wail form­ 
ing the escarpment's southeast battlement pacing a 250 yard gain by the 
Seventh Division. 
Jum ping off in file pre-dawn darkness the two companies used rope* 
to work the men up th*- crags from rock tq ro< k.
